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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner concurs with the comments provided by the applicant in the 
remarks dated 10/29/2008. Additionally, the examiner would like to reemphasize that 
the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, inter alia, a fixing device for injection 
needles with a surface area having slightly spring-elastic properties in its circumference 
and comprising at least three cams directed to the thread, the cams perpendicularly 
engaging with flights of the thread when the cap is pushed onto the thread, wherein 
each cam comprises at least one notch comprising a surface substantially parallel to the 
surface area. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
